The manager let him¬ 
self -In with a key. and was crosa* 
ing the premises when the figure 
of a man In front of the safe brought 
him up with a start. 

No less surprised, the burglar, 
who had broken his way In through 
a side entrance off an alleyway, 
rose to his feet, disclosing the fig¬ 
ure of ’ a six-foot man, sturdily 
built: 

Despite the fact he was unarmed 
and alone with a man of much more 
powerful build than himself, the 
manager called out to the Intruder, 
demanding an explanation of his 
presence. 

The burglar mumbled a reply, 
saying he had ‘Vome for a glass of 
milk," and worked his way around 
the counter and out of the door as 
Mr. McAllister telephoned for the 
police. 

The arrival of the manager in¬ 
terrupted the work of the marauder, 
the safe being found Intact. In It was 
the takings of the store from the 
time the banks closed on Saturday 
until the close on Sunday. The sum 
of $ 1.60 was extracted frdfrt'thb till, 
taken before the burglar had been 
surprised at his mission.

Sweet Potatoes 

Did you evsr buy a bargain In 
sweat potatoes and then after the 
first serving find them become so 
unpopular with ths family that thev 
spoil before you can use them up? 
And the bargain wasn’t s bargain 
after all. 

If you vary the way you serve 
these "sugar spuds" you will find 
that they do not pall on ths appetite 
and are an economical dish. 

Sweat potatoes contain a large 
amount of sugar and are a quick 
energy producing food. For this rea¬ 
son ths deasert served with a meal 
Including sweet potatoes should bs 
simple and not too swset. 

Compared with Irish potatoes, ths 
food value is higher In fat but lower 
tn prote in and higher In carbohy¬ 
drate* but lower In water. 

When choosing sweet potatoes ass 
that ths roots are firm and un- 
wrlnkled and not too large. They 
should be smooth-skinned without 
blemishes. 

Ths recipes that follow are rather 
out of the ordinary. 

SCALLOPED SWEET POTATOES 
AND PINEAPPLE 

Four medium-slsed sweet potatoes, 

4 tablespoons butter. 1-1 cup sugar.

MASHED SWEET POTATOES
